Suicide. 


The Sacramento Reporter of September 12th 
gives the full particulars of the suicide, on 
the 11th instant, of a Georgia born and raised 
gentleman in that city, Mr. Joseph H. Alex 
ander. Fortwo years Mr. Alexander occu- 
pied the position of deputy under,W. A. 
McWilliams, County Recorder. The deed 
was committed at bis room, on Sixth street, 
by taking laudanum. When his condition 
was discovered, and that was when life was 
nearly extinct, Dre. Morgan, Oatman, and 
Nelson were sent for, and used every exer- 
tion to recuscitate Mr. Alexander, but the 
deadly nafcotic had gained too much head- 
way, and death soon told the tale. The Re 
porter says the cause of the gelf- destruction 
is varied by Alexander's friends; some as- 
serting that it was caused by being deeply 
involved in debt; others have it, that disap. 
pointment in a love affair was the superin- 
ducing cause of the fatal result. Mr. Alex- 
ander was born in Georgia, where he has u 
widowed mother, a younger brother, and an 
unmarried sister. He also has living in 
Texas, a married sister. After his death, a 
letter written to Mr. McWilliams, was found

How long, pray, must we continue to buy 
from others and permit our own deposits to 
remain locked up in our hills and mountains 

Mr. Howard, says further: “This exam- 
ination discloses a vast amount of dormant 
material wealth heretofore and now wholly 
useless to the State.” 

“It is fortunate for us that Lookout, in 
Georgia, contains a full supply of coal for 
all our wants. 

The question now arises as to whether it 
would remunerate the State to develop these 
dormant resources by affording to them rail- 
road transportation. It is now a settled fact 
that we have coal, iron ore, and probably eil, 
in great abundance. They are now worth- 
less for want of transportation.” 

Atlanta draws Ler main supply of coal from 
1 point 260 miles distant. The coal beds de- 
scribed by Mr. Howard are distant only 
about 135 miles. 

There are three railroad charters in exis- 
tence, namely: The Atlanta and Lookout, 
from Ringgold, the Lookout from Kingston, 
and the Rome and Summerville from Rome, 
either of which if completed would develop 
the coal beds of Georgia, 

The buildirg of the latter would furnish 
Rome with cheap coal, rapidly build wp her 
manufacturing interesta, and in five or six 
years give her thirty to forty thousand in- 
habitants. 

The completion of either of the other lines 
will give Atlanta cheap coal, without whicli 
she can never become a manufacturing city. 

Shall we develop our Georgia mines, or 
shall we continue to pay tribute to Alabama 
and Tennessee ?
